w.is left and he oiclertd an aiuaislic 
during which all those lernaimnR im 
killed swore off using tobacco, and thus 
peace WUB restored. 
In memory of the 


event they used to sweur off annually 
for many yeurs and even white men ob 
serve tbe custom to this day. Tbe slain 
in the battle were piled up 111 a heap to 
the heightu ot sixty feet and coverec 
with rocks. 
Time and rains hava re 


duced the monument down to itapresen 
proportions. These ar« the facts, and 
Eli Church, the driver of Moody's stage 
will ba.pleasud to show all tourists the 
spot wheie the battle oocnred.
